object of the m eeting, as heretofore 
stated in these columns, was to sug­ 
gest some m eans whereby a higher 
price 
could 
be realized for cotton 
which the farm er raised, and, in fact, 
to form ulate plans looking to the ad­ 
vancem ent of all concerned. 
Mr. 
W hite realized that som ething had 
to be done to obtain a better price 
for cotton, or else all business in the 
south would suffer. 
“We are rais­ 
ing cotton today and selling it for 
less than four cents a pound, com­ 
paring the prices paid for articles 
purchased at this tim e with the price 
charged for the sam e articles some 
years ago when the price of cotton 
was only four to five cents. 
How 
shall we devise a way to increase the 
■ price of cotton? 
He had studied 
four years this question. 
Mr. Blit 
fain of Galveston had said at New 
O rleans that if a fair price w as paid 
for cotton, the farm ers would 
< on 
sume 16,000,000 bales in manufactur- 
4 ed products, while at present 13,000- 
000 bale crop estim ate puts the price 
down. 
Mr. W hite stated th at the 
F arm er’s Union was based upon equal­ 
ity, justice, and the golden rule. 
T he crop m ortgage and consequent 
inability to hold cotton when pressed 
for paym ent was discussed, and a 
m eans of buying for cash su g g e ste d . 
T his, if made to go, will releav* the 
m a r k e t of distress cotton. 
Mr.W hite 
would do away with the credit sys 
tem as at present employed.

a loan from a farm er who has tin' 
money, or with a banker, securing 
the banker just as the merchant is 
now secured.

DEEP SEA DIVING. 


A Descent of Thirty Fathom! Mark* 
the Limit of Safety. 
Tb«“ depth to which a diver can de­ 
scend Is limited by his power for w ith­ 
standing the pressure of the water. 
Apparently a descent of thirty fath­ 
oms (1WI feet) of w ater marks the 
limit of safety for even a few divers 
who possess the necessary physical 
fitness In combination w ith a disregard 
for danger beyond the average. 
Records in deep sea diving have to 
be accepted with the proverbial grain 
of salt. 
It has been claimed th at a 
diver reached thirty-three fathom s and 
a half while engaged In salvage opera­ 
tions recently on the west coast of 
South America, and yet again another 
diver working on the same wreck Is 
re|>orted to have brought up three 
bars of copper from a depth of forty 
fathoms at the expense of his life. 
Au expert who has superintended a 
large number of diving operations has 
found that very few men. w hatever 
their build, are callable of combating 
the severe strain which is brought to 


I bear ujion their physical energies for 


i a few minutes at a depth of tw enty oi 
1 thirty fathoms. 
Many of his divers 
I dared not venture below ten fathoms, 
j Of 852 divers employed at greater 
depths thirty were seriously injured, 
and the result was fatal In ten In- 
itances, Harper's.

The Babylonians di­ 
vided the daily Journey of the sun, the 
ruler of the day, into twenty-four para- 
saugs. 
Each purasang. or hour, was 
subdivided into sixty minutes, and th at 
again into sixty seconds. 
They com­ 
pared the progress made by the sun 
during one bour at the time of the 
equinox to the progress made by a 
good walker in the same period of 
time, both covering one pa rasa ug, and 
the course of the sun during the full 
equinoctial day was fixed at tw enty- 
four parasaugs.

The practice of kissing the hands 
was instituted by the early Bornan rul­ 
ers as a mark of subjection as much as 
one of respect, aud under the first Cae­ 
sars the custom was kept up, but only 
for a time. 
These worthies conceive*!

miliar modes of obeisance, so the privi­ 
lege of kissing the em peror's hand was 
reserved as a special mark of conde­ 
scension or distinction for officers of 
high rank.

MEAT IN ITALY. 
WHEN LOST IN THE WOODS. 


The Way the Slaughter Houses Ar* 
Operated by Law. 
Slaughter houses In Italy are public 
Institutions. The law prescribes th at 
every town of more than 6,000 Inhab­ 
itants shall build and m aintain a mu­ 
nicipal 
slaughter 
house, 
where 
all 
butchers are compelled to bring their 
live stock to be killed. The slaughter­ 
ing itself Is done by the individual 
butchers and their assistants. 
The 
conveyance of the cattle, the removal 
of the carcasses and the dressing of 
the meat are likewise the affair of the 
butchers. The city provides the build­ 
ing, keeps It clean and furnishes vet­ 
erinary Inspectors to examine aud 
pass upon the carcasses. 
The Milan slaughter house la situ ­ 
ated w ithin the city and occupies sev­ 
en! I acres of ground. It consists of a 
number of long, single story buildings 
made of cement and stucco. The build­ 
ings consist of either a single large 
hall or else a row of small box stalls 
about twenty-five feet wide and either 
fifteeu or thirty feet deep. Each stall 
has a wide double door In front and a 
window behind. The buildings are a r­ 
ranged In parallel pairs, each pair 
being connected by a covered passage 
thirty feet wide, whose roof is raised 
many feet above th at of the buildings, 
being supported by pillars rising from 
the roofs on either side. 
The air thus 
circulates under the roofs of the pas­ 
sages or corridors aud over the build­ 
ings.

To make this article brief, however, 
we shall suppose that he regains the 
road by the afternoon of the first day. 
He doesn’t yet know, of course. Just 
where he Is. He should exam ine th e 
tracks of the peraon who last passed 
that way. It l>eing afternoon, he m ust 
follow in the direction taken by the 
last passing vehicle or team , as shel­ 
ter will be nearest In th a t direction. 
Had It been morning he would have 
taken the opposite direction, as who­ 
ever made the tracks m ust have AXP* 
from the place where he obtained sheF 
ter the previous night.—A. B. Carleton 
In Outing Magazine.
